MONTEVALLO. Ala. — Married 
women are merely following into the 
factory and office the Jobs that their 
mothers once did In the home, Mrs. 
Chase Going Woodhouse. director of 
the Institute of Women’s Profes¬ 
sional Relations. Greensboro, N. C.,’ 
said in a talk on "Marriage and An¬ 
other Job.” Friday night before the 
student career conference. 

The conference, the first of its 
kind for girls only in the South, 
opened a three-day session Thursday 
to present to a group of 325 grad¬ 
uates from 100 high schools over the 
state, a resume of careers open to 
women, and the qualifications neces¬ 
sary for each. 

Mrs. Woodhouse was the speaker at 
the three general sessions, which al¬ 
ternated with round-table group dis¬ 
cussions. 

The mechanical age, she pointed 
out, has taken from women the tasks 
that were traditionally household du¬ 
ties, such as making tallow for can¬ 
dles, spinning and weaving, making 
of clothing, and canning. Today the 
power company provides electric 
lights, the canning factory provides 
jellies and jams and fruits, and the 
textile mill does the spinning and 
weaving. The mechanical age has 
also put machinery into the home to 
lighten housework. 

In many instances married women 
are working not because they want 
to do something unusual but because 
they need to make an economic con¬ 
tribution to the family, the speaker 
declared. From the trend in the past, 
it seems inevitable that more and 
more married women will be em¬ 
ployed in industry, she added, giving 
statistics showing that 6 per cent of 
all married women were working in 
1900 and 12 per cent in 1930. Or put 
another way, in 1900, 15 per cent of 
gainfully employed women were mar¬ 
ried, and in 1930, 29 per cent. 

The married w'omarf in industry 
has peculiar problems created by her 
double responsibility, among them 
being the fact that tradition and 
custom are against her even yet, and 
the difficulty that arises if she or her 
husband is offered a better position 
in a different city. Mrs. Woodhouse 
mentioned Mrs. Roosevelt, Secretary 
of Labor Perkins, and 'Mrs. Lillian 
Gilbreath as outstanding married 
women who were model homemakers 
and successful business women. 

Mrs. Margaret X. Ormond, presi¬ 
dent, International Pilot Club, pre¬ 
sided Friday night. A musical pro¬ 
gram was presented by Aliecislaw 
Ziolkowski, professor of piano, and 
R. W. Ingalls, violinist and assistant

Gentler Sex Finding More And 
More Places In Business 

Life, Says Speaker

MONTEVALLO, Ala.—An increas¬ 
ingly greater percentage of women 
are being employed in gainful occu¬ 
pations, and women will more and 
more become a part of the business 
life of the nation. Mrs. Chase Going 
Woodhouse, director of the Institute 
of Women's Professional Relations, 
Greensboro, N. C.. told an assembly 
of high, school graduates gathered 
at Alabama College for a student ca¬ 
reer conference. 

Mrs. Woodhouse spoke at the first 
general meeting of the conference 
Thursday night to approximately 325 
girls from 100 high schools over the 
state. The conference will continue 
through Saturday morning. 

After commenting on the economio 
reorganization of society, Mrs. Wood- 
nouse lauded the experiment of the 
“New Deal” and declared that it will 
open many new vocational fields for 
women. With the increasing stress 
on social welfare, Mrs. Woodhouse 
said she believed women would find 
the business world more attractive 
and more interesting. 

T “Don’t be bothered by tradition too 
much,” the speaker urged. “Don’t 
let the expression, ‘nice girls don't 
do that,’ hold you back from doing 
what you want to do. Every girl 
seeking a job needs two personal 
qualities, the ability to work with 
people and the ability to make ad¬ 
justments to new situations, backed 
by a good general education.’’ 

Among the fields opening to wom¬ 
en Mrs. Woodhouse mentioned publio 
health nursing, adult education, de¬ 
partment store work, art in business 
including 'designing, advertising, art 
and photography; traffic management 
in industry, engineering and phase* 
of home economics. 

Dr. O. C. Carmichael, president, 
Alabama College, welcomed the visit- 
tors to the conference, and introduced 
Mrs. Woodhouse. He pointed out 
that this is the first student career 
conference to be held in the South. . 
Miss Rochelle Rodd Gachet, statist!- ! 
clan with the Alabama Power Com¬ 
pany, presided, and a program of or- 
gan music was presented by H. D. j 
LeBaron, professor of music, Ala¬ 
bama College. 

General sessions and round table 
discussions of various activities have 
been arranged, augmented by a se¬ 
ries of diagnostic tests to determine 
individual interests and aptitudes. 
The tests include personality sched¬ 
ules, general mental abilities and oc- 
i cupation interest tests.

The serious study of present day 
economic problems and situations by 
all intelligent women was urged Jiy 
y.jf Mrs’. Chase Going Woodhouse, direc¬ 
tor of the Institute of Women's Pro 


fessional Relations. Greensboro. N. j 
C., who was a visitor in Birmingham j 
Saturday. 

"One of the most necessary things i 
1 of the day is for the intelligent 
a woman to understand the economic j 
,4 organization of the society in which 
■Jl she is living, and its effect upon in-; 
1 dividual and social welfare, Just as! 
I it is for a man,” Mrs. Woodhouse 
| said. "Women, intelligent women. 

I should no longer consider it only a 
a man's duty, any more than she would 
S leave him to vote for the family. "To 
I be an intelligent citizen and voter,. 
El she needs to understand, and I mean I 
really understand, economic prob¬ 
lems and be informed on issues of 
the day. After all. our greatest 
problem today is to adjust our eco- ( 
nomic situation. We are a democ¬ 
racy. in which our vote can be made 
| to count.” 

Spoke At Conferences 
Mrs. Woodhouse came to Birniing- 


tion waivf to so twto worthwhile 
work, and we are trying to help them 
find tile work they can do and the 
work that needs to be done. In ad¬ 
dition fo our occupational studies, we 
keep complete lists of fellowships;! 
available to women in both this | 
country and Europe.” 

The institute issues a quarterly' 
magazine called Woman's Work, 
which details what is being done by 
women in education, business, pro¬ 
fessions and politics, and interesting' 
things women are doing. 

The problem of the married woman 
in industry is being studied by the 
institute, and how to help replace; 
the older woman in business who has; 
been forced out of the work she is ac- 
customed-to doing, as well as the gen¬ 
eral problem of where women can, 
find jobs, the director said. 

Social Value Greater 

"We find that the more we become 
mechanized, and the more things thatj 
are made in factories, the less the j 
married woman cap make in the way ; 
of an economic contribution to her 
home,” said Mrs. Woodhouse. "We il¬ 
lustrate by saying that once women 
made candles in the home, but today 
there is the electric light bill to pay. 
So the married woman must get a 
pay check to replace the economic 
value she was once in the home. Her 
social value in the home is, if any¬ 
thing. greater today than ever. This 
is one of the problems that require 
study of economic situations by the 
intelligent women. 

Among the studies recently con¬ 
ducted by the institute is that of den¬ 
tistry as an occupation for women, 
and occupation in which art training 
is valuable. The dental study, which 
concerned the prgfession of dentis¬ 
try and not of dental hygienist, Mrs. 
AVoodhouse said, was conducted in 
cooperation with the American AA r om- 
an’s Dental Association. It showed 
that there is a definite place for 
women in this field, particularly for 
children's work and for institutional 
work. 

Designing New Field 

Designing is opening up as a broad¬ 
er field for women also, as manufac¬ 
turers are employing people in in¬ 
creasing numbers to design furniture, 
electric light fixtures and other ar¬ 
ticles. 

The institute is finding that busi¬ 
ness is becoming more and more in¬ 
terested in the consumer, which is 1 
opening up many new occupations for 1 
women with training in home eco- 1 
nomics. Mrs. Woodhouse added. Food 
manufacturing concerns want women 
with home economics training to do 
their advertising, which must com¬ 
bine the ability to write, either by 
preparing pamphlets or by radio pro¬ 
grams, setting out attractive ways to 
use their foods. Home equipment 
manufacturers also want women 
trained in this field, so that they can, 
for instance, demonstrate how vacuum 
cleaners can be used in the home, or 
how to light the, home more effective¬ 
ly. Or such women can cooperate 
with the engineers in the factory to 



Older Women May Be Allowed 
To Profit In Alabama

The Institute of Women's Profes¬ 
sional Relations, Mrs. Woodhouse ex¬ 
plained, might be called a liaison of¬ 
ficer between the college and busi¬ 
ness. It seeks to find out from in¬ 
dustry what fields, occupations, old 
and particularly new, are open to 
women, and the education and quali¬ 
fications required for the Work.

The group leaders present for the 
tudent career conference were, in 
arge part, representatives of wom- 
n’s business and professional or¬ 
ganizations of Alabama. It was 
agreed to have a committee ap¬ 
pointed by Miss Hallie Farmer, of 
Alabama College, who was general 
chairman in charge of the conference, 
to be composed of representatives of 
women’s organizations, to investigate 
the possibilities for service to older 
women, and to recommend how this 
could be best rendered. 

The student career conference, 
which was attended by approxi¬ 
mately 325 graduates from 100 high 
schools over the state, concluded a 
three-day session Saturday. The con¬ 
ference was divided into general ses¬ 
sions for consideration of the broad 
aspects of women in business and in¬ 
dustry, and into round-table group 
discussions of specific occupations 
and qualifications needed in each. 
The students and group leaders were 
guests of Alabama College during 
the conference. 

Mrs. Chase Going Woodhouse, di¬ 
rector of the Institute of Women’s 
Professional Relations, Greensboro, 
N. C.. delivered a series of talks at 
the three general sessions. She 
pointed out that the mechanization 
of production would necessitate 
women entering business and indus¬ 
try in ever increasing numbers, and 
stressed as general requisites for 
success, adaptability, good health and 
initiative. 

The conference attracted attention 
throughout the South as being the 
first of its kind to be held for girls 
only, and was attended by officials 
from other colleges for women.

the resignation of President Carmichael, of "

tion of his successor, and it is even more sig¬ 
nificant that both should look upon Dean 
1 Napier as the logical man for the place. 

The people of the state as a whole have 
been impressed by the truly great work Dr. 
Carmichael has done at Montevallo. The 
board of trustees almost certainly shares this 
great pride. What more logical then than 
that the man who has been a strong arm to 
t ie retiring president in accomplishing the 
tasks on which he has worked so earnestly 
should be chosen to carry on the great work 
m w£ich he has been an able and devoted 
assistant? The student body attests its loy¬ 
alty to Dean Napier, and the alumnae are 
actively at work in his behalf. Students and 
alumnae, devoted to the college as are no 
ethers want to see it go on along the path 
nidiked out for it by President Carmichael.

President Of Duke Is Chosen 
Temporary President Of 
Educational Body 

UR. 0. C. CARMICHAEL 

IS NAMED ON BOARD 


ATLANTA, April 6.— (JP) —Thirty-three 
Southern universities and colleges today 
organized to raise their standards of col¬ 
legiate and graduate work. 

All of the institutions are members of 
the Southern Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools. The new body is to 
be known as the Southern University 
Conference. 

President J. R. McCain, of Agnes Scott 
College, said the 33 members of the new 
organisation would continue as mem¬ 
bers of the older association but would 
confine its activities to junior and senior 
qualifications and to graduate degree 
work. 

Dr. W. P. Few, president of Duke Uni¬ 
versity, of Durham, N. C., was named 
temporary president. 

Other officers to serve until the adop¬ 
tion of a constitution and by-laws are: 

President J. L. Newcomb of the Uni¬ 
versity of Virginiji, vice-president; J. R 
McCain, secretary, and the following ex¬ 
ecutive committee: A. Y. Benedict, presi¬ 
dent of the University of Texas; J. H. 
Kirkland, chancellor of Vanderbilt Uni¬ 
versity; O. C. Carmichael, president of- 
Alabama College; and John J. Tigert. 
president of the University of Florida. 

McCain, speaking of the new organi¬ 
zation, said: 

McCain’s Statement 

"The matter of an organization to con¬ 
sider the higher under-graduate work 
and graduate activity in the South has I 
been under consideration for some time. | 

"Five years ago a committee was named I 
to look into the formation of such ar. 
organization as was begun here today 
and will be completed just as soon as., 
the constitution and by-laws can be 
drafted and adopted. 

“All of the institutions represented in 
the new conference are members of the 
Southern Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools and will continue 
their membership in that body. 


“This new conference is interested ir. 
proper work necessary for a graduate, :p 
student to receive higher graduate de-wj 
grees. It is the raising of this standard^ 
that we have set to work to accomplish. 

"There is no dissension in the South¬ 
ern Association of Colleges and Sec¬ 
ondary Schools. That organization pri¬ 
marily has interested itself in raising the 
standard for elementary students and 
younger college under-graduates. We ar? 
only trying to go a step farther and have, 
organized for that purpose. The Associa¬ 
tion of Colleges and secondary schools 
has done a fine work and it must be' 
continued. 

Part Of Athletics 

“As to athletics we are interested in thlsi 
as far as improved ideals of the higher^ 
under-graduates are concerned. However,' | 
there are no requirements for membership' 
in the Southern University Conference, 
having any relation to athletics. Mem¬ 
bership is to be by invitation after nomi¬ 
nations have been made by the executive 
committee and approved by the confer¬ 
ence as a whole.” 

The conference is composed of the j 
presidents of the institutions. In addi- j 
tion deans and other officers of the mem- j 
bers also may attend. 

The executive committee named today 
is to arrange a time and place for the B 
next meeting. Permanent officers then 
are to be elected and the constitution ! 
and by-laws adopted.

Maud Hudson Plans ' ' r ~ 

Drama Program At Conclave 

When Maud Harris Hudson was 
chosen dean of drama for the Ala- 
bama W riters Conclave it was a 
most happy choice. Mrs. Hudson 
is well known in Alabama, but 
when the conclave reporter wanted 
an intimate sketch or "close-up” of 
Mrs Hudson she went to Miss Mary 
Butler, one of Mis. Hudson’s inti¬ 
mate friends, for copy. 

"Maud, ’ said Miss Butler," is a 
human dynamo, and when one sees 
a dynamo, slender, petite, blue-eyed 
and crowned with a mop of unruly 
black curls, one wonders how so 
diminutive a woman could do all 
the things she does. For Maud Hud¬ 
son is a wife, a mother, a home¬ 
maker, a business woman, a club 
worker, a poet and a dramatic di¬ 
rector. 

"Maud isn’t a native Alabamian; 
she came to us from Jackson, Miss., 
as the bride of Septimus Hudson 
about 18 years ago. Her early life 
was spent in a literary atmosphere; 
her father was the editor of a news¬ 
paper, and Maud knows the news¬ 
paper game from the sticks of type 
on up to the editorials. She im¬ 
bibed printer’s ink with her nurs¬ 
ery milk, and her earliest memories 
are of browsing in an old library 
which belonged to her grandmother. 

"In 1919 Maud Hudson came to 
live in historic old Summerfield, 
just nine miles north of Selma. But 
so completely has she identified her¬ 
self with the business, cultural, and 
esthetic life of Selma that one looks 
upon her as a native of +hat aristo¬ 
cratic old town. 

“Essentially Southern, primarily 
feminine and altogether artistic, her 
gifted pen turned early in life to 
the writing of . verse. As a charter 
member of the Student Writers;-, 
Club of Selma, she has contributed' 
not only years of fine service in anj-' 
executive capacity, but she has en- 1 ' 
riched the annals of the club with 
many of her lovely poems, some of 
which have appeared in the Anthol- 1 
ogy of Alabama Poetry, in Verse- 
craft, and in many newspapers over 
the state. 

"Her versatile genius has been 
shown in the past two years as 
president and director of the Craig 
Court Players of Selma. .This group 
of amateur actors has put on some 
remarkable plays which have won; 
for the director an, enviable repu-1 
tation as a dramatic coach.” 

A member of the first Alabama 
Writers Conclave, Mrs. Hudson has 
given the best of her energy and 
personality to the programs of that 
organization for many years. This 
year, as Dean of the Drama, she 
will preside over the program to 
be presented on the evening of 
June 19. Maud Hudson has inject¬ 
ed much of her artistic tempera¬ 
ment, her remarkable energy, and 
her dynamic personality into this 
program, which bids fair to make 
the 1935 Conclave one of outstand¬ 
ing character.

CHANGE AT ALABAMA COLLEGE OF NATION-WIDE SIGNFICANCE 
Harman Succeeds Carmichael, Who Becomes Graduate Dean at Vanderbilt 


T he resignation of Dr. O. C. Car¬ 
michael, as president of Alabama 
College, Montevallo, and the appoint¬ 
ment of Dr. A. F. Harman, former 
State Superintendent of Education, 
as his successor, effective September 
1, are matters of educational import¬ 
ance throughout the nation. Dr. Car¬ 
michael leaves Alabama to become 
Dean of the Graduate School and 
Senior College at Vanderbilt Univer¬ 
sity. According to published reports, 
Dr. Carmichael is said to be in line 
for the presidency of Vanderbilt 
within the next few years. 

Dr. Harman was elected president 
of Alabama College at a meeting of 
the Board of Trustees of that Insti¬ 
tution, held in Montevallo, on May 
24, following his resignation last 
January as state superintendent of 
education. 

Dr. Carmichael holds two degrees 
from the University of Alabama and 
a diploma from Oxford University, 
England. He taught at the State 
Teachers Normal School at Florence 
and at Woodlawn High School, Bir¬ 
mingham, before being appointed 
Dean and Assistant to the President 
at Alabama College in 1922. Follow¬ 
ing the death of President T. W. 
Palmer, Dr. Carmichael was elected 
president in 1926. 

During the past nine years Dr. 
Carmichael has established a reputa¬ 
tion as one of the South’s ablest edu¬ 
cators in the field of higher educa¬ 
tion. He is known to be a scholar 
of wide attainments, a conservative 
but resourceful thinker, a speaker 
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of persuasiveness, and a man of 
charming personality. In his removal 
from Alabama the state loses one of 
its strong educational leaders. 

Dr. Harman is a native of South 
Carolina. He came to Alabama, how¬ 
ever, when he was a young man and 
as a school leader in various capaci¬ 
ties became recognized as an educa¬ 
tor of vision and of forcefulness. He 
served as superintendent of schools 
at Decatur, Florence, and Selma, and 
in 1920 became superintendent of the 
schools of Montgomery County. It 
was while he held this position that 
he attracted nation-wide attention as 
an administrator of rural education. 
Because of this record he has been 
given various national assignments on 
educational boards and programs dur¬ 
ing the past ten years. 

In 1928 Dr. Harman was appointed 
director of the Division of School 
Administration in the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education. Upon the resig¬ 
nation of Superintendent R. E. Tid¬ 
well, he was appointed as superin¬ 
tendent to fill the unexpired term and 
in 1930 was elected to a fcur-year 
term by popular vote. 

Dr. Harman has served as Presi¬ 
dent of the Alabama Education Asso¬ 
ciation and as President of the De¬ 
partment of Rural Education in the 
National Education Association. He 
has, also, served one term as Vice- 
President of the latter organization 
and is at present a Vice-President of 
the National Congress of Parents 
and Teachers. He is known to be 
an incisive thinker, an aggressive 
leader, and one of Alabama’s most 
effective platform speakers.

College Night has gained wide recog¬ 
nition through the opportunities which 
it provides for participation on the part 


of the entire student body, which is di¬ 
vided by the elected leaders and assis¬ 
tants. The entire program and stage set¬ 
tings are planned entirely on student 
initiative.

SUMMER SCHOOL 
PLANS ARE MADE 


MONTEVALLO, Ala.— Plans for 
' the 1936 Summer school at Alabama 
College have been announced by 
Dean T. H. Napier, director, and Dr. 
M. L. Orr., assistant director. This 
1 will be the twenty-first annual 
I Summer session on the campus. 

The first term of six weeks will 
| begin June 11 and will close July 
! 22: the second term beginning the 
j following day and continuing un- 
j til Aug. 26. Regular courses are to 
j be offered in the departments of 
i biology, chemistry, physics, educa- 
| tion. English, history, mathematics, 
i modern languages, psychology, so- 
| ciology and speech, which are so 
arranged that in most instances a 
years' work in a subject may be 
completed during the Summer. 

In addition, a variety of work will 
be offered in the special fields of 
art, home economics, music, physical 
education and speech, some of 
which will be given in connection 
with the progressive education pro¬ 
gram. A three-weeks’ school of in¬ 
struction for home economics teach¬ 
ers will be held on the campus in 
late July and early August. 

Under the auspices of the Pro¬ 
gressive Education Association the 
enlarged program of last Summer 
will be repeated under the direc¬ 
tion of Dr. Alice V. Keliher. who is 
now the chairman of the Commis¬ 
sion on Human Relations of the As¬ 
sociation. Outstanding educators 
and demonstration school teachers 
from various sections of the country 
will assist her as members of the 
demonstration school staff. 

The program in this connection 
will include the elementary and 
high school demonstration schools, 
an integrated college credit course 
in education directed by Dr. Keli¬ 
her, special courses in progressive 
education, seminars in elementary 
and secondary education, five week¬ 
ly periods of observation and con¬ 
ferences and study of progressive 
education, and the regional confer¬ 
ence for Southern states on progres¬ 
sive education, which will again be 
held on the campus. 

In cooperation with the State De¬ 
partment of Education in its high 
school curriculum revision pro¬ 
gram, courses will be offered here 
this Summer in orientation in curric¬ 
ulum-making and laboratory in 
curriculum-making. This work 
will be conducted in cooperation 
with the progressive education pro¬ 
gram. 

Meetings to be held on the campus 
during the Summer school include 
the Progressive Education Regional 
Conference, the Alabama Writer’s 
Conclave, the Life Career Confer¬ 
ence for high school girls and the 
college camp for girls.
